THE TALE OF A GEYSER. 


-“ 


NCE upon a time we had a geyser that 
would not work, in spite of all the care 
that was lavished upon it. Its magni- 

ficently polished copper outside shone mock- 
ingly upon all our futile efforts. Superior 
friends to whom we confided our woes smiled 
pingin, and said, “All you must remember 

s—first turn on the water and then turn on 
the gas. If you don’t follow this rule the.

All this trouble, we were told, was due to 
the way in which the exhaust e worked. 
The four winds of heaven * round the 
end of the house, and all blew together down 
the pipe. No geyser could withstand them. 
Very well. Nothing simpler. Why have an 
exhaust pipe? Consequently, we s ow it up, 
and things went much better, il Sa gan 
to read horrifying accounts of geyser-ownerts 
who died of carbon-monoxide poisoning, be- 
cause, poor ignorant creatures, they had no 
exhaust pipe for the fumes. When my young 
brother heard this, he said, “I told you I al- 
ways felt ill after having a bath.” 


So all things considered, we removed the 
miscellaneous rags which had stopped up the 
pipe. 

About this time an el, in the disguise of 
a friend, who really ‘ue was whens 
geysers, told us that the exhaust pipe was too 
short, and faced the wrong way, and needed a 
cowl. We took his advice, and this sad tale 
has a happy ending, after all.

REORGANISATION PROPOSALS. 
In June last year there was published a 
skeleton proposal for the reorganisation of 
Irish road administration recommended by the 
Association of County Surveyors with other 
related matters in the form of a reply to a 
letter dated January, 1923, from the Minister 
of Local Government; requesting the views of 
the Association on road administration. The 
proposals carried the names of the 
following officers ot the Special Com- 
mittee.— Messrs. R.- J. Kirwan. President; 
J. Quigley, Vice-President ; H. O'Reilly, Hon. 
Secretary ; J. Rorke, J. H. Stedman, J. Ryan, 
E. O'Neill Clavke, T. Walsh, R. Dawson, J. 
Bowen, J. Caffrey, V. Doyle. 
The skeletori scheme proposed a central 
authority of three Commissioners, with suit- 
able staff, assisted by Advisory Road Com- 
mittee, representatives of interests concerned, 
and Advisory Committee of Highway experts. 
The Minister of Local Government to be 
one of the Commissioners, the second to be 
an experienced highway engineer, and the 
third a representative o! general traffic. 
That County Surveyors and Assistant Sur- 
veyors should be attached to the Commis- 
sion, and appointments confined to qualified 
men entering by competitive examination. 
The Commission should have a motor control 
department to deal with lincences, taxation, 
etc., and an experimental department. 


COUNTY SURVEYOR’S WARNING. 
Mr. R. Kirwan and Mr. H. O'Reilly, Presi- 
dent and Hon. Secretary respectively of the 
Association of County Surveyors, a few days 
after the last | publication of this feature, sent 
a long letter giving the views of their Associa- 
tion on the subject of road maintenance, in 
view of the recent announcement that the ex-

“The problem of adapting roads to carry 
mechanically propelled traffic has had in other 
countries to be met by the adoption of more 
modern methods of road construction at great 
initial cost, but resulting in a decrease in the 
annual outlay sufficient to justify the expend)- 
ture. The existing local expenditures do not 
make any provision for dealing with this 
problem. i 
“The Association of County Surveyors give 
warning that, if this new traffic is not dealt 
with energetically and determinedly by a 
body of practical and experienced men, the 
condition of the roads will in a very short time 
be even much worse than they are now. 
“While the wages fixed by the County 
Councils in. some counties are high and the 
restrictions imposed in places by local labour

In Dublin there is a vast amount, of arrears 
of decorative work, and a special effort will 
undoubtedly be made to brighten the city 
buildings and houses for the great gatherings 
of visitors that are expected there in the 
tourist season. There is no time to be lost, 
and those who contemplate such work should 
act at once. 

The advice tendered on this subject by the 
National Painters’ and Decorators’ Joint 
Council is clearly and sensibly expressed as 
follows :—‘‘ The individual householder who 
places work at the present time will get the

At a meeting of Cork Harbour Board last 
week Messrs. Charles Ingram and Co., Ltd.,

‘Recently we had an arrival of asbestos 
cement slates, into Cork, and the question of 
the dues cropped up. Your collector made 
a charge of Ós. ‘11d. per ton for dues alone, 
and explained that he had to do so because 
this article did not figure in the list, and the 
charge was maintained, although attention 
was drawn to the enormous figure. We 
should like to bring the matter before your 
Board. We noticed recently some correspon- 
dence about Dublin being able to supply in- 
land parts for which Cork was the proper 
centre. Now in Dublin the charge on the 
same goods for port dues is 6d. per ton, 
which means a saving of 9s.

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ROAD MAKING METHODS. 


There is a general realisation of the fact 
that even in countriess like Great Britain,

the new surface had to be laid’ im half-widths 
in order to keep ‘the road open for trafiic. 
No foundation was provided other than the 
shaping of the ground to a camber of 1 in 50, 
but the subsoil was of loamy sand, which was 
well rolled before placing the concrete, which 
was placed in two coats simultaneously, the 
lower one being 6in. thick, of'4 parts gravel, 
2 parts sand, and 1. part cement; and the 
upper or surface layer being 2in. thick of 
4 parts gravel, 2 parts sand, and lá paris 
cement. 

The concrete wag laid in alternate bays not 
more than 35ft. long by 20ft. wide, and the 
reinforcement was generally 101b. per square 
yard, but the weight was varied according to 
the. stability of the subsoil. » The joints be- 
tween. bays were laid at an angle of 60 de- 
s kerb line, and the reinforcement 
was laid pafallel.to and at. right anglés to the 
joints, which were vertical butt joints, after- 
wards filled with hot bitumen. Two mixing 
machines were employed, one for the lower 
course concrete and one for the upper course, 
so that the concrete could be laid as one 
course and -operations on any’ one bay con- 
tinued without cessation until that bay was 
finished. - The concrete, after levelling off to 
tha finished surface, was immediately covered 
with waterproof: covers for about six hours, 


} when the covers were removed and the sur- 


face ofthe concrete brushed with stiff brooms 
to remove all surplus scum, and the surface 
was immediately covered with 3in. of wet 
sand, which was not removed for 28 days. 

Before any surface dressing was applied to 
tho concrete,’ traffic. was permitted to use -it 
for some weeks, so that any loose mortar on 
the surface might be disintegrated and swept 
off. When the surface showed a smooth, 
hard;. mosaic appearance, he. preferred to 
apply a dressing of waterproofing material, 
and after experimenting .with various sub- 
stances, found that good results were obtain- 
able by giving first a dressing of tar-oils, fol. 
lowed by either hot or cold bitumen, which 
would adhere better than if applied direct to 
the concrete. 

The concrete carriageway referred to, which 
was 14 miles in. length and 20ft. wide, had 
not. yet shown any cracks, nor had the joints 
been chipped or affected in any way, although

At a meeting of Cork’ Harbour Board, a

wharves (like that sold to Messrs. Ford, which 
‘cost pre-war £12 a. foot run) would be the 
most suitable form of structure. Such wharves 
have a good running surface of concrete, which 
would allow the use cf the most approved 30 
ewt. electric cranes on road wheels, which 
could be run into any position required by 
shipping, a number of cranes being brought to 
bear on any ship. As the cranes are worked 
on the accumulator system no expensive and 
obstructive over-head wires are required. The 
wharves should be arranged to start at the 
western end with 800 feet—I5 feet depth, 30 
feet wide, at £20 per foot run; followed by 
1,200 feet— 25 feet depth, 35 feet wide, at £30 
per foot ran.
